A person who is considering 
suicide has the desire to live as well 
as the desire to die, according to Dr. 
Howard Schuman, director of 
training for the Suicide and Crisis 
Intervention Service, serving the 
West End. Schuman said the service 
tries to increase the desire to live by 
reinforcing the positive aspects of 
the person’s life. 

The service needs 25-30 more 
volunteer listeners, according to 
Diane Steinberg, administrator of 
volunteers. Daytime and weekend 
volunteers are particularly needed. 

Schuman said many housewives 
or retired people who are home 
during the daytime would be good 
volunteers. Nonprofessional people

often are better listeners than 
professionals because they are 
warmer and seem more interested 
in the person’s problems, he added. 
Mrs. Steinberg said the service 
protects both volunteers and callers. 
Volunteers use only a first name so 
no one outside their own families 
and the crisis intervention staff 
knows they are listeners. 
Conversations with callers also 
are confidential. The service .will 
not even tell the caller’s relatives 
what was said during the 
conversation, said Mrs. Steinberg. 
Volunteers attend a series of 
training sessions to learn crisis 
intervention techniques. Schuman 
said the listeners can handle 90 per 
cent of the calls, but they have

Volunteers put aside their 
own biases and prejudices to 
provide an accepting atmosphere 
for the caller. 

Schuman said volunteers do ‘‘a lot 
of listening’ trying to see the 
situation through the caller’s eyes 
and feel the way the caller feels. 
“I’m thrilled and fascinated by the 
quality of the volunteers,” he 
commented.

said suicide is the most dramatic 
crisis but the line also handles other 
problems. 

Callers have ‘‘a feeling of 
overwhelming helplessness’ in 
dealing with their problems, he 
noted. The volunteer listens 
carefully to get a ‘‘well-rounded 
picture of the caller’s situation.” 
Then the volunteer helps the caller 
discover ways of handling the 
problem. 

Schuman said the caller may not 
see any solution, but the listener 
sees the problem from a different 
perspective and encourages the 
person to make an effort to start 
changing the situation. 

“Often times it’s not important 
that the people do the right thing as 
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long as they begin to feel they’re 
still in charge of themselves,” 
Schuman noted. 

“One of the greatest sources of 
depression is bottled-up feelings, so 
volunteers often encourage callers 
to speak up and communicate their 
feelings,’ he said. 

Feelings of crisis are seldom 
caused by any one thing, Mrs. 
Steinberg commented. ‘‘Some 
people just have tremendous 
amounts of pressure from outside 
sources,” she added. 

““A lot of times people don’t 
realize they can help themselves 
because they may be used to having 
others control their lives,’ Mrs. 
Steinberg said. 

Feelings of depression and the

desire to die change from day to 
day, said Schuman. When crisis line 
volunteers get a call from a person 
who is thinking of suicide, they try 
to keep the caller alive so the desire 
to live can become stronger than the 
desire to die. 

A person who is threatening 
suicide is never left alone, Mrs. 
Steinberg said. 

Schuman said he has never 
worked with a person who wasn't 
glad later to be alive. Helping 
people feel better and like 
themselves is the crisis intervention 
line’s most important service, he 
concluded.

Use of tunnel water to increase 


ground water and surface 
water. Surface water is 
collected from streams, 
lakes or rivers and is a 
source almost totally unus- 
ed in the West End. 

Groundwater is collected 
from underground basins, 
resulting from rain or snow 
seeping through soil 
columns. The tunnels 
collect groundwater from 
the mountains about 60 feet 
below the surface before it 
reaches the underground 
basin. 

Because no wells are 
needed, no power for pumps 


or valves is required; the 
tunnel system is powered 
by gravity flow, said 
Michael. ‘‘I would say it’s 
the lowest maintenance 
cost per cubic foot of 
water,” he said. 

He said the biggest 
problem is vandals in the 
mountain areas where the 
tunnels are located. Reser- 
voirs are shot at, fences 
cut, pipelines broken and 
attempts are made to enter 
the tunnels by destroying 
their protective steel and 
concrete doors and locks. 

Present plans call for the 


construction of more 
pipelines and reservoirs to 
utilize more water flow 
from the tunnels; presently 
only two tunnels are con- 
nected to the system. 

A completed system, said 
Michael, would include a 
reserve water supply 
capable of meeting all of 
the district’s water 
demands for 24 hours. 
Constructed to utilize gravi- 
ty flow, power failure 
would not effect the system. 

In the wet winter months 
the completed system 
would meet nearly all the 


district’s water needs, 
practically eliminating the 
need to pump from wells at 
those times, he said. 

There are several wells 
scattered in the canyons, 
built with Chinese labor by 
area agriculturists during 
the late 1880s and 1890s, ac- 
cording to Michael. 

The tunnels vary in length 
from 500 to 1,000 feet. The 
majority of lineage is carv- 
ed through solid bedrock to 
a depth of 60-80 feet below 
the surface. 

The dark, damp shafts 
end in small caverns. The 


caverns have never known 
sunlight and are 
characterized by constant 
rainfall splashing down 
from a ceiling of solid rock. 

The water flows down the 
tunnels and when first built 
went into irrigation ditches 
and wooden flumes. The 
flumes were eventually 
replaced with metal pipes 
suspended over the canyon 
floor by steel cables, the 
remains of which can still 
be seen today. 

Present conduits are un- 
derground, for the most 
part, according to Michael. 
Water is taken to reservoirs 
and stored until needed by 
the district system. 

Although not drawn from 
wells, Michael said the 
tunnel water is ‘‘very com- 
parable’ to deep well water 
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in respect to quality. “I 
think it’s the most excellent 
water we have.” 

Use of tunnels is acquired 
as the district obtains con- 
trolling interest in the 
numerous small water com- 
panies originally in the 
area, according to Michael. 

The district presently 
maintains and operates 10 
reservoirs with total 
storage capacity of 13.5 
million gallons; three more 
reservoirs with an ad- 
ditional 2.5 million gallon 
capacity are just being 
completed, according to the 
district general manager. 

To complete the planned 
system four more reser- 
voirs, averaging about 1 
million gallons each, must 
be built in the next 10 years, 
he said. Pipelines to service 


the reservoir system and 
connect more tunnels to it 
will also need to be install- 
ed. 

Michael said construction 
of the system will take 
place over a period of 10 
years to spread costs and 

Since the construction of 
reservoirs and conduits is a 
capital investment it would 
be paid for by money deriv- 
ed from the sale of bonds. 
Michael declined to com- 
ment on how heavily the 
project plans rest on the 
passage or failure of an $8 
million water bond 
authorization issue to 
appear on the May 27 ballot. 

Immediate water 
resources are sufficient to 
supply the district’s needs 
for the next 20 years, he 
said.
